ST. Louis, Aug. 22.—All indications 


here point to a strike of 4,000 men en 
the St. Louis division of tho Big Four, 
The men are all waiting for the word, 
and seem to understand that it will be 
given shortly. 


ATJUNI, N. Y., Aug. 22.—The strik- 


ers are very jubilant over the situation 
to-day and say they will yet win. The 
Central has moved some freight this 
morning and the passenger trains are 
running on better time than last night. 
At West Albany the tracks are being 
cleared and the machine shop opened 
this morning with about a third of the 
compliment of men. In the police 
court this morning the four Pinkertou 
men charged with creating a disturb- 
ance on Sunday hist were admitted to 
bay in the sum of §500 each, except in 
one instance where a man» was charged 
with firing on the crowd and his bail 
was fixed at $1,000. Two members of 
the firm of Weed, Parsons & Co., went 
on the bonds. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 22,-The fifty 


noil union men who quit yesterday, are 
making a claim against the Central road 
for wages and their fare back whence 
they came. They stated their case to 
Supt. Borrows, who said he knew noth- 
ing about it and that they should go to 
the men who they claimed had hired 
them under misrepresentation, "apt. 
Burrows also refused to pay them any- 
thing. 
The men are seeking legal 


after eating his breakfast, Harris went 
into a room alone and a few minutes 
later his friends heard a pistol shot.

Y. M. 0, A. EMPLOYES QUIT. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 22.—Secretary 


Edwin Kettle and all the nurses and 
waiters at the railroad branch of the Y. 
M. C. A. quit last night. 
The branch 


consists of a dining room, reading room 
and hospital. 
The reason given for 


quitting was that Superintendent Cham- 
berlain, of the Central oar shops, insist- 
ed upon fitting up the branch as a lodg- 
ing house for men taking the place of 
strikers. The employes claimed they 
were not hired to ran a lodging house. 
To-day a few colored men are doing the 
work. The patients in the hospital de- 
partment were removed to the general 
hospital. 


WHAT WHJJ BE DONE? 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 22.—Just what the 


general executive board of the Knighte 
of Labor will do to-day is difficult to 
surmise. A report was prevalent that 
possibly before long the mechanics 
along the lino of the New York Central 
and Hudson railroad would be ordered 
out. Upon this point Mr. Webb was 
questioned, and said: 


"Anticipating some ten days ago, 


that by allowing the men employed in 
in our various shops to remain, I was 
furnishing amunition to the knights, I 
at once ordered the'shops to be closed, 
and directed that only enough help be 
retained to perform the actual necessity 
repairs that are required each day. At 
the present time we have fully 6,000 
oars in course of construction at West 
Albany, and there were 1,200 laid 
off. 


If the mechanics are ordered to stop 
work by the federation we are fully pre- 
pared to meet the emergency, as the 
number of men that would be affected 
is comparatively small and their places 
would be rapidly filled." 


At about noon to-day Commissioner 


Donovan, of the board of arbitration, 
called on Mr. Webb, and the two gen- 
tlemen had a conference. Mr. Donovan 
will have a conference at 3:30 o'clock 
with Mr. Powderly at the Murray Hill 
hotel, and will there make public the 
result of both interviews. To-morrow 
the state bo&rd of arbitration will meet at 
Albany and consider what steps they 
can take toward effecting a settlement 
of the trouble. 


OUT AT CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 22,—The engineers 


and firemen on the stock yards railroad 
system, forty of each, went out on strike 
this morning. Not a wheel is turning 
on the road, and all freight is at a 
standstill on side tracks. Tho men de- 
mand an increase from twenty-eight to 
thirty cents an hour for engineers and 
from sixteen to twenty cento for fire- 
men. 


About 11 o'clock this morning F. L, 


Rodebaugb, residing at 525 East Lewis 
street, hitched a Texas pony to the 
family vehicle with the intention of 
taking his wife and young son, Koss, to 
the country. 


The pony was addicted to kicking and 


being balkey; before emerging from tho 
stables it indulged in some lively 
caprices. By its maneuvres, after being 
hitched up, Mrs. Bodebaugh and her 
boy, who is aged about four years, were 
thrown vialently over the dashboard to 
the ground under the horses heels. The 
beast then kicked more viciously than 
ever until Mr. Rodebaugb. came to the 
assistance of his wife and child, who 
were at this time bleeding profusely 
from injuries. 


Neighbors helped to convey the in- 


jured ones into the house, where Dr. 
Hetrick, assisted by Drs. Stemen, ex- 
amined the injuries. The child's skull 
was fractured so badly that several 
pieces of bone were removed. This, 
with other injuries, will in all probabil- 
ity prove fatal. 


Mrs. Bodebaugh escaped with lesser 


injury, although she is badly hurt. Her 
wounds are in no way dangerous and no 
bones are broken, although the injuries 
may confine her to -the bed for some 
time. Mr. Rodebaugb. was for a time 
in the employ of the Alberton Tree 
company, Bridgeport, Ind. He has 
been having a hard time of it and is at 
present out of work, lience tie misfor- 
tune comes doubly sad. 


SAN SALVADOR, Aug. 22.—The propo- 


sitions for peace, made by the diploma- 
tic corps to Provisional President Ezeta, 
imply the abandonment of Automny 
and the independence of Salvador. 
Hostilities, which have been suspended 
up to this time, are liable to be resumed 
at any time, as Ezeta has declared that 
he will not submit to the dictation of 
President Barrillas, and it is currently 
reported that he has definitely decided 
to reject the proposed treaty. 


The protocal as submitted by Guate- 


mala 
demanded that Vice-President 


Ayala assume tho executive power and 
arrange for the election of a president. 
Ezeta says Ayala is a traitor to his 
country and that he. Ezeta, will eject 
the protocol.

Lavalle, minister of war, and the minis- 
tor of finance, Senor Lopez, have re- 
resigned. 


Cm' OF MEXICO, Aug. 22.—General 


of Division Ignacio B. Alatorre has 
been appointed by President Diaz as a 
special minister to Central America, 
resident in Guatemala, with confidential 
instructions to act as mediator in tho 
affairs between San Salvador and Guate- 
mala. - He has just left San Francisco 
for his post.

A Final Vote on the Tariff Bill to tic 


Taken September 5th. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22,—The confer- 


ence committee appointed at last night's 
meeting of republican senators (Messrs. 
Hoar, Allison, Evarts, Spooner, Plumb, 
Hale and Allen) met this afternoon in 
the rooms of the committee on judiciary 
and put into form the resolution estab- 
lishing an order of business, which it is 
proposed to adopt. 


The resolution provides for closing 


debate on the tariff bill, August 30, (the 
understanding being that a final vote 
will be had by September 5). The 
measures mentioned in the Quay reso- 
lution, including the lottery bill, are 
to be disposed of before adjournment. 
The elections bill is to be made a spec- 
ial order for the first Monday in Decem- 
ber, the day when congress reconvenes, 
with the understanding that a vote on 
it is to be ordered not later than De- 
cember 20. 


In the senate to-day Mr. Plumb's 


resolution to prohibit the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in the senate restaurant, 
was taken up, but owing to the absence 
of ite author, went over without action. 
Consideration of tho tariff bill was then 
resumed. 


OS STARVATION'S 1MUNK. 


Hundred People In Colorado 


BnircrhiK for Want of Food. 


DENVER, COL., Aug. 22.—Tho five 


hundred or eight hundred people who 
live in eastern Arapahoe county, Colo- 
rado, near the Kansas line, are in a 
state bordering on starvation. A com- 
mittee representing the settlers was iu 
Denver yesterday seeking aid of the 
county commissioners. Crops ore an 
absolute failure this year, and as tho 
country is new, the first settlement hav- 
ing been made only three years ago, 
the people have no resources and they 


approaching without any 


prospect of pulling through it alive 
without assistance.

Some of our young people will re- 


member tho visit to this city, a few 
weeks ago, of Miss Sallie MoKeague, of 
Logausport, a bright and attractive 
young lady, about eighteen years of age, 
and will be surprised to hear of her un- 
timely death, at her homo, yesterday 
morning. Tho Logausport Daily Re- 
porter tells the gad story as follows: 


At 4:30 o'clock this morning Sallie 


B. MeKeagae, a young and handsome 
woman of WabaUi avenue, bid her fam- 
ily good bye and breathed her last. For 
some time past a young man named C. 
W. Buchanan, employed sis a brakeman 
on the Pan Handle railroad, had been 
showing Miss McKeague occasional at- 
tention, which the young lady received 
with great consideration from the first, 
and by degrees with marked favor. She 
believed that her favors were duly ap- 
preciated, and finally came to look upon 
Buchanan as her lover, although it is 
not definitely 
known that ho ever 


broached the subject of love to her. 


Aftairs ran on smoothly for a long 


time, the young lady apparently becom- 
ing more and more infatuated with 
Buchanan every day while at the same 
time he began to tire and grow less 
fre- 


quent in his visits. Some time back 
Miss McKeagno went away for a visit 
with friends in Fort Wayne but re- 
turned before her visit was over for 
reasons unknown, She merely told her 
family that she had grown homesick 
and wished to get back but it is'pre- 
sumed that she came back to see 
Buchanan. At any rate shortly after 
her return she and Buchanan met and 
quarreled. He told her that he had be- 
come tired of her company and did not 
intend going with her any more while 
she reproached him with having won her 
affections and then carlessly thrown 
them aside. He defended himself by 
denying that ho had ever intended to or 
ever exerted himself to win her love and 
left her. 


The girl became terribly despondent 


and ftnaly decided to end her life. She 
obtained a quantity of morphine, but 
when or where is at present unknown. 
Last Monday was the last time she was 
down town, but if she obtained the 
poison then it is not known where, and 
it is believed that she had bought it at 
some previous time. Tuesday night 
she was violently ill and it is thought 
that she took morphine then, but not 
in quantities sufficent to produce death. 
Last night she resolved to make another 
and more succesful effort and took a 
larger dose. 
In the early morning 


hours her parents were aroused by 
her groans and immediatly sent for 
physicians, but they arrived too late to 
dp any good. The girl was beyond the 
aid of emitics or pumps and died in 
a short while. The inquest was to have 
been held by Coroner Ballare this after- 
noon, but Buchanan who was to have 
been one of the principal wittnesses, 
was not to be found. Miss MoKeague 
was eighteen years of age.

It is possible that the controversy 


now going on in reference to the title of 
the land upon which the Wab.isu shops 
in this city are located, may result iu 
losing them to Fort Wayne. 
Should 


the company bo dispossessed this will 
undoubtedly be tho cose. At any rate, 
it seems as if tho officials of tho com- 
pany are looking for a new location, as 
will be seen by the following from the 
tho fern Daily Sentinel of yesterday: 


Several of tho more prominent rail- 


way oilicials of tho Wabash system 
were iu the city yesterday looking 
about the city with a prospective view 
of the locating of their Fort Wayne 
shops iu Peru. 


The hotel registers did not contain 


their names and while their presence in 
the city was as qxiiet as possible, a sen- 
tinel on guard learned the object of 
their visit. 


It is well known that for several years 


there has been considerable discussion 
going on regarding tho removal of tho 
Wabash shops at Fort Wayne to some 
more suitable location, heavy taxes bo- 
ing one of tho causes loading to such a 
determination, while their present lim- 
ited quarters in tho heart ol the eity of 
Fort \Vayue is not ample to meet tho 
room desired by tho company. 


It is evident that tho company is on 


the alert for a location where it can se- 
cure plenty of ground for the erection of 
shops sufficient to meet its demands for 
yard room as well as fcr buildings. 


The result of their visit may or may 


not bo known after a time. No informa- 
tion could bo elicited from any of the 
railway officials at the depot.

What is MUown by itetnrns Keceived 


by the Superintendent of Pub' 


lie Instruction. 


(Indianapolis Journal.) 


Tho superintendent of public instruc- 


tion is engaged in preparing his report 
for submission to the next legislature, 
the first year's work having been com- 
piled and tho blanks having now been 
sent out for the collection of statistical 
matter relating to this year. The re- 
turns show that the number of school 
districts in tho state are gradually de- 
creasing as the desire to build better 
houses and increase the territory which 
supplied tho pupils is marked, and this 
appears to bo the rule in all sections of 
the state. 


This accounts, in part, for tho de- 


crease in the number of teachers em- 
ployed, but there is another factor 
which is at work to the same end. 
Prior to the superintendent's incum- 
bency it was common to have a fall and 
a spring term in districts, and it not in- 
frequently 
happened that 
different 


teachers taught .these two schools. 
When the reports were made at the end 
of each year they invariably showed a 
greater number of teachers actually in 
the work of the schools than there were 
districts in the state. In order to ob- 
viato this apparent discrepancy the 
schools, where two are held in one year, 
are reported as one, and the number of 
teachers corresponds more nearly to the 
actual number of schools.

Tho superintendent of public instruc- 


tion is engaged in preparing his report 
for submission to the next legislature, 
the first year's work having been com- 
piled and tho blanks having uow been 
sent out for the collection of statistical 
matter relating to this year. Tho re- 
turns show that the number ol school 
districts in tlio Btato arc gradually de- 
creasing as tho desire to build better 
houses and increase the territory which 
supplied the pupils is marked, and this 
appears to bo the rule in all sections of 
the state. 


This aoconnte, in part, for tho de- 


crease in tho number of teachers em- 
ployed, but there is another factor 
which is at work to the same end. 
Prior to the superintendent's incum- 
bency it was oommon to have a fall and 
a spring term in districts, and it not in- 
frequently happened that different 
teachers taught .these two schools. 
When tho reports were msde at the end 
of each year they invariably showed a 
greater number of teachers actually in 
tbe work of tho schools than there were 
districts in the state. In order to ob- 
viato this apparent discrepancy the 
schools, where two are held in one year, 
are reported as one, and tho number of 
teachers corresponds more nearly to the 
actual number of schools.
